Hundred 
of these Franciscan Brothers made their way through the honor guard which was 
formed by the Sophomore class. Following the Brothers, were the priests. All 
priests-different ages and titles and in varying degrees and colorful dress. At the 
end of this spectacular line came our Principal, Brother Timothy and the Very 
Reverend Brother Bertrand, Superior General of the Franciscan Brothers. 

After all took their position in front of the school, Bishop McEntegart ap¬

In June there will be two days 
set aside for Freshman Orientation 
after the close of school. At this 
time approximately 425 students will 
have been enrolled at Bishop Ford 
for the September class. 

They represent students from the 
Catholic population in forty-one par¬ 
ishes in Brooklyn. Admission was 
based upon entrance examination and 
the Parish Quota established by Di¬ 
ocesan School Officials.

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WHY CHUTE 1 BROTH JCBILE1? 


Silver Jubilees are not so uncommon. Husbands and wives 
find the quarter of a century between their first romantic encoun¬ 
ters and the deep-rooted realization of their need for one another 
only a short span of time. Many priests recall the awe and exhilera- 
tion of the first time that Christ came upon earth at their command, 
and wonder what has happened to the twenty-five busy, fruitful 
years. Yet, the Silver Jubilee of a Brother has a variation. 

Of course all vocations come from God. Bishop Sheen puts 
it that “It takes Three to Get Married." Certainly every priest 
needs an intimacy with His Christ to be worthy in soul to utter the 
words of Consecration or to lift Christ 9 s Hand in Absolution. Both 
in the married state and in Ordination, the very essence of these 
vocations is primarily for one 9 s neighbor. The first end of marriage 
is to bring children into the world; and the Apostle Paul tells us 
that a “priest is a man taken from men for men 99 Hence, both 
serve God by serving God 9 s children. To help both the parent and 
the priest, God has raised their way of life to a Sacrament. Each 
time both parent and priest act in the performance of their duty, 
the action is guided and strengthened by the Sacramental grace of 
either Matrimony or Holy Orders. 

Now with a Brother there is a difference. He is called to be 
a Religious. His primary goal, his raison d 9 etre, is exclusively for 
God. A Brother is called to live for God directly. This man is 
called not only not to own anything material, but not even to desire 
it. Nothing may be possessed but God Himself. The Religious has 
learned from the Old Testament that “Our God is a Jealous God 99 
and he must not share his heart with any creature. Furthermore, 
the Religious must live absolutely by Faith. He is subject to God 
in the person of the appointed superior. He may not decide what 
to wear, when to rise, how to recreate, what to eat, what to read, 
where to go, what he is qualified to do. Always, at every instance, 
he is stripped of his own will and submits to the Will of God. 

No goods, no attachments, no wills. Everything that the Brother 
has is offered to God. All of this sounds heroic and holy and it is. 
Yet, how does a man get his way when it is his very nature to acquire 
and possess, his instinct to give himself to others in love; his ma¬ 
turity to decide. All of these are wonderful, God-given qualities 
of humanity; but God call certain few to relinguish these gifts 
freely as an act of supreme worship to Him—in a way similar, 
although totally inferior—to the act of Worship offered by His Son 
on the Cross. 

Still God has decreed no Sacrament for this state in life. He 
expects the sacrifice to be total. The one offering is not to be con¬ 


tinually aided by a particular Sacramental grace. He must work 
with only the ordinary graces which God gives to all men for their 
salvation. 

These are the hard and cold facts of the Religious life, but it 
is by no means the total picture. God will not be outdone in gen- 
erousity and really only the Religious knows to what full measure 
of peace and happiness God has brought. Even with all of 
Christ 9 s agony on the Cross, who can say that he was sad! The act 
of total committment to God by the Religious is not in any way 
accompanied by gloom. On the contrary, the Religious learns that 
even when depriving himself of his very own nature, as it would 
seem, in reality he is fulfilling it with the greatest Possession, the 
greatest Love and the greatest of all Independence. 

It is appropriate that Brother Timothy 9 s Jubilee now coincides 
with the feast of Saint Joseph the Worker. Saint Joseph is the 
Patron Saint of Religious Brothers. His virtues of humility and 
faith, obedience to God 9 s Will and devotion to Jesus and Mary are 
basic virtues instilled into a Brothers life. Certainly, this particular 
feast is important because Brothers must as Joseph did, spend their 
life in the task of protecting and expanding the influence of Christ 
and His Mother. 

Accolades are frequently empty and flattery is often insincere 
but we think that Brother Timothy by his life and example is another 
Joseph. Although as a Religious and an educator, he has been placed 
in high administrative positions, he has accepted each with a pro¬ 
nounced humility and a retiring spirit. He has abhorred the pomp 
that at times accompanies his offices and has shunned even minor 
forms of recognition of a job well-done. Even on this occasion, we 
are inhibited in offering praise, for we know that this would em¬ 
barrass him. So by his attitudes and actions we are reminded of 
Joseph, and we think that the parallel is valid—even if Brother 
Timothy refuses to admit our logic. 

However, we do not stress any personal quality of Brother 
Timothy 9 s character as the sufficient motive for today 9 s observance 
of his jubilee. Brother Timothy is a Religious and as such has given 
great glory to God. He, by his self-sacrificing acceptance of God 9 s 
call, has made all of humanity a more pleasant vision to our Creator s 
sight. For these reasons we celebrate, for our own edification at the 
Religious State and we thank God that one of our number has 
pleased him so well. 

To Brother Tim, God bless you. For ourselves, may we learn 
from you within the scope of our own personal vocation the ded¬ 
ication that will make our lives complete too.
